FOB ANTI-EIRE DAY 


DEBATING THE TREATY 


Senator Lodge did not shine in opening the discussion on 
Saturday of the new treaty with Germany- He went wearily 
about a task laid upon him as leader of the republican major­ 
ity in the senate. As such ii was expected of him to praise the 
administration and defend the treaty for the space of two 
hours, and he did his duty manfully but dispiritedly. He 
urged speedy ratification, gravely arguing that this would 
hasten the recovery of business, though he and every senator 
must have known it to be utter non-sense. Then Mr. Lodge 
walked delicately around the question of working together 
with other nations in c a r r y i n g out the Versailles treaty and 
dealing with the sequals of the war. 
He asked plaintively 
why we should suddenly dread that kind of international 
undertaking when in other years we had found it both 
innocent and useful. Thus does the Massachusetts Senator 
seek shamefacedly lo try to undo a part of the mischief he 
did in 1919 and 1920 by spreading abroad the notion that 
association with European countries was to be avoided like the 
plague. 
In a brief and merely introductory speech by Senator 
Borah the nature of the new treaty was clearly set forth. 
It has no real life and effect except in and through the Treaty 
of Versailles. It contains no contract with Germany save as 
it may be executed by the consent and co-operation of the 
Allies. 
That this is both the law and the fact in regard to 
the new treaty has been tacitly admitted by the state de­ 
partment in its announcement of intention to negotiate treat­ 
ies with England and France and the other allied nations, 
in which they shall assent to our separate interpretation of 
our rights and privileges under the Versailles treaty. 
The senate debate will be of value if it sinks these fun­ 
damental truths into the minds of the people. There has been 
a good deal of false representation of the new treaty as cut­ 
ting loose entirely from the Treaty of Versailles. Senator 
Borah will se to it that this matter is set right. The democratic 
senators more public spirited and less meanly partison than 
the Republican senators last year, do not threaten captious 
opposition to the treaty. They merely wish to discuss it until 
it is clearly understood by i ll. This is not only right but their 
duty.— New York Times.

(Wichita Daily Times) 
Tnere may be interesting dis- 
cusions in President Harding's un­

must always come back to the big 
fact that there is industrial depres­ 
sion in this country and that there 
will be no great improvement in the 
employment situation until business 
activity is revived. And hurtless re­ 
vival awaits the reduction of t&kfes 
and the settlement of international

Business 
awaits to learn where ifs at be­ 
fore it revives. 
The St. Louis Globe Democrat 
emphasizes this feature. It says: 
“If the revival of business can 
be quickened the problem of un­ 
employment will solve itself. It is, 
therefore, a business problem rather 
than a labor problem that has to 
he attacked, except in so far as the 
j co-operation of labor toward the 
revival of business Is essential to 
its solution. ‘The problem of busi­ 
ness restoration can be solved only 
by clearing the way for the opera­ 
tion of natural economic laws. We

We are not expecting to 
take care of those who come from other places, except in 
rare instances, but women and children must not be permitted 
to suffer. 
It is true there are leeches, professional beggars going 
about the country and asking for alms. There are some who 
have come through Ada after having obtained all they can 
from other towns. There are many hereabout who do not want 
to work, so long as they can get enough to keep soul and 
body together without work. These we have with us always, 
and for them we have little pity. But there are others who 
actually want to work and cannot; who hate to beg but have 
to; who are the victims of circumstances. These we must 
look after. We must have food and we must have clothing 
and we must have money. 
Charity begins at home.

One of the greatest forward steps in modern education 
is the extension work carried on by nearly every college and 
university. Perhaps all cannot attend a college, but through 
this system of correspondence courses there is no reason on 
earth why one cannot get a college education, or at least 
qualify himself in some special line. It is just a matter of 
effort.

petitors.

by Gov. J. B. A. Robertson, accord­ 
ing to a proclamation received here 
Friday morning.

“During the war we learned a 
great many very important econom­ 
ic lessons, but the pity is that we 
are prone to forget them. In the 
stress of that fateful catstrophe, our 
eyes were opened to the fact that 
we were a careless and wasteful 
people, and we were made to see 
that we must gird our loins and 
husband all our resources if we 
were to play the master's part in 
that titanic straggle. In the inves­ 
tigations made by the federal gov­ 
ernment into the sources of na­ 
tional waste it was found that the 
destruction of life and property by 
fire was the one stupendous drain 
on our vitality as a nation that 
would imperil success. Fire preven­ 
tion campaigns were at once inaug­ 
urated on a large scale. Minute Men 
sounded fire warnings from every 
platform in the land. The results 
were almost magical, for notwith­ 
standing that w*e had many enemy 
aliens within our borders with evil 
designs in their minds, and torches 
in their hands, the first waste of 
the United States was reduced more 
than one-half. It was clearly dem­ 
onstrated that the people could be 
aroused to prevent fires, at least, 
| in a great emergency. But when the; 
war was over we commenced to re-J 
i lax in care and vigilance, and as 
! a result, fire losses increased by I 
| leaps and bounds, until, in the yeai I 
11920, they reached the huge sum 
of $500,000,000 
in 
the 
United 
States. This mighty toll taken by j 
needless fire will weaken and ex-! 
haust our country. We must take 
up anew the fight against it, for 
j in these reconstruction days, filled 
las they are with the trials of defla­ 
tion, we need the full strength of 
our resources to hasten the day of 
; deliverance.
